Inland Excile and Taxes, or the Commiffioiiers o-f 
Ciiftoms or Port Duties, fuch Perfon fhall upon conviction of fuch 
Offence, over and above the payment of fuch penal Sum of fifty Pounds, 
be, and he is hereby declared and rendered incapable of holding any office or 
employment whatioever, Civil or Military, under His Majefty, His Heirs 
and Succefibrs, or any authority derived under His Majefiy orHis Heirs. 

AND, for fecuring the more regular and f|Dcedy application by the Treafurers 
Trealurers of the feveral Counties, Counties of Cities and 7'owns in 
Ireland., of all Fines impofed at the feveral Affizes or Prefciiting I'crms receipt and 
on Pariflie's, Towniands, Manors and Lordfhips, on account of any 
unlicenfed Still, .or part of a Still, or appendage to a -Still, or any Worm hrpofed for 
or other Utenfil for diftilling of Spirits, or any Wafli, Pot Ale, Low Wines iUegal-Suils. 
or Singlings, having been found or ufed in any Place within any fuch Parifh, 

Townland, Manor or Lordfiiip; BE it Enabled, That from and after 
the twenty-fourth day of June one thoufaiid eight hundred and nine, it 
fiiail not be lav'ful for any Court or Judge at any Affizes or Prefeiitiiig 
Term in any County, County of a City -or Town iti Irela?id, to fiat any 
Prefentment for the Salary of or for any per-centage or allowance payable 
to the Treafurer of iuch County, County of a City or Town, uulefs fuch 
Treafurer ffiall at fuch. Affizes or Prefenting Term produce to fuch Court 
or Judge upon Oath, which Oath fuch Court or Judge is hereby empowered, 
and required to adminifier, a full, feparate, and true account of the Receipts 
and Payments, by fuch Treafurer on account of all fuch Fines as fhall have 
been impofed on any Parifh, Townland, Manor orLordfhip, for the caufes 
^ before mentioned or any of them, at any precedijig Affizes for fuch 
County, County of a City or Town, (or Prefenting Term if for the County 
of Dubl'm) and as fhall not have been previoufly paid and accounted for 
by. fuch Treafurer ; and alfo, unlefs it fhall appear by fuch account that 
jio part of the Monies received by him on .account of fuch Fines, remains 
in his hands unapplied, except in cafes where the fame has not been de- 
manded of him or at his Office by the Perfons entitled to receive the 
fame, all which cafes fhall be verified by the-faid Treafurer on 'Oath; and 
in cafes where it fhall appear that an information has been lodged againfi: 
the feizing Officer for fraudulent pradUces, in which cafe it fliall be lawful 
for the.faid Treafurer to withhold the faid Sum or Sums fb claimed by laid 
Officer, until the iffue of faid Trial fhall be known; and in cafe the faid 
feizing Officer lhall be convidtecj, to place the faid Sum or -Sums to the 
credit of the Towniands from whence they were fo levied.

ffit any fhare or proportion of any fuch Fines impofed for the caufes lafi: 
hefore-mentioned, or any of them, which fuch Officer or Perfon, or 
Governors of fuch County Infirmary, or Holjiital or Society, or which His •

difeharging of any fine which may be impofed on any Paiiffi, Townland, 
AXaniior or Lordffiip, or.on.any of ,tlie Inhabitants thereof, on accourit -of 
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any. miJicenrecl Stifi, or Part of a Still or Appendage to a ’Still, or any Worm 
or other Utenfil for diftilling of Spirits, or any Waft, Pot Ale, I,ow 
Wines, 01 Singlings, having been found or uied in any place v/ithiii Inch 
Parift, Townland, Manor or Lordlhip ; or if any Perfon or Ferfons ftall 
■give 01 pay, or caule to be given or paid, to any other Pcrlo.o or Perfons anv 
Money, or any Security, Obligation or Undertaking to pay aiiy Monev, 
or make any De]jofit with fuch Perfon or Perfon.;, as an Indemnity or 
Security againft, or to be applied in the payment and fatisfadlion of aiiy 
fuch Fine, or in any way to indemnify Inch Parift, Townland,. Manor, 

J or Lordftip, or the Inhabitants thereof or any of them, againft the pay- ‘ 
nient of any ftch Fine or any Part thereof ; then and in every fich caie 
every Perfon concerned or engaged in any fuch Infurance or other tranfac- 
tion aforefaid, as well the Perfon who llmll ft inftre, or who ftall pay or 
depofit, as the Perfon who ftall accept, take, dr receive any fuch film of 
money, or any ftich Secui-ity, Obligation, Undertaking, or Indemnity as 
aforefaid, ftall be deemed and taken to be guilty of a Mildemeanor; 
and i-t ftall he lawful for any Juftice of the Peace redding near to 
■the place where fuch Offence fliall be committed, on Iiiformatioii 
on Oath of any fuch Offence, to iffue his Warrant foi- the apprehenfioii af 
fuch Perfon, and, on examination into the Complaint, to commit ftch 
Perftn to Gaol, there to remain until delivered by due courfe of Taw; 
and in caft any Indidfment ftall be found againft fuch Perftn, ftch Perftn 
ftall plead thereto without having time to traverfe the fame; and it ftall be 
lawful for the Court, by. and before whom ftch Perfon ftall be tried and 
conviaed, to inflia ftch Puiuftraent on ftch Perfon .as may by Law be 
infliaed on Perfoas guilty of Mifdemeaaors.

“ and the warehoufing of ftch Spirits for Exportation,” any Perfon ftall be w ssifec.Sa, 
tried and cpnviaed of n Mifdemeanor in having made uft of any Still, 

Still Head, or Worm for diffilling, or in having made or diffilled any Low 
Wines, Singlings or Spirits, or in having brewed, made, or fermented any 
Worts, Waft, or Pot Ale, wherewith .and .with the intent to diftil Low 
Wines, Singlings or Spirits, without having a Licence in force purffiant to 
Law for diftilling, the Court by and before whom fuch Perfon ftall be. 
mH and coiwiaed, ftall feiitence fuch Perfon, for the firft Offence, to ftffer For smon 
fiicK Puniftment by linpriftnment or Fine, or corporal Punilhment, or all 
or any of the faid Puniftmejits, as fuch Court lhall in its diferetion think 
fit; and for a fecond Offence, to ftffer ftch Imprifonment not lefs than Forfcctmil 
one year, or to pay fuch Fine, not lefs than two hundred Pounds, together Oirenct. ■ 
with Imprifonment for not lefs than fix months, or in lieu of fuch Fine, 
to undergo liieh corporal Puniftment as to fuch Court ftall feem fit;
